© In the fourth Paragraph, they ſay what the

© Beſides, how can they affirm the common Enemy 
© was ſubdued, as in the next Words before, if he 
was then in an Army, that had Right to defend 
© him ſtill againſt this Parliament, and not deliver 

© him up at their Commands ? What other com- 
© mon Enemy was it, who made all that War againſt 
© this Nation, was it not he? And was it not by 
© his Commiſſions and Commands ? And how was 
© he then ſubdued, if the Army, conſiſting of the 
« Scots Nation in the Pay of England, might have 
£ defended him, and fought for him? And if they 
© thought they might refuſe to deliver him, why did 
© not that Army carry him with them into Scotland? 
Was it becauſe they knew they had no Authority 
© fo to do, or becauſe they knew or feared his Pre- 
© ſence and the Peace of that Place, wherever he 
© ſhould come, would be incompatible ? 

To what they ſay, That this Parliament did

Have we at 
any Time interpoſed to hinder them in any of 
their Addreſſes for Things concerning Scotland? 
Have we not left it wholly to themſelves, to 
pitch upon what Demands they thought ne- 
ceſlary for that Kingdom, and been ready to aſ- 
fiſt and join with them, whenever they have de- 
fired us, to further the procuring of ?

© a fair and open Trial, by above an hundred Gen-

Theſe Commiſſioners were impowered not only

© and wearied for want of Sleep, and fo dirty by . 
* reaſon of the Wetneſs of the Weather, that we aye, *

and Four this Morning, with fifteen Companies of 
© their moſt ſelect Troops, under the Command of 
« Major-General Montgomery and Strachan, two 
Champions of the Church, upon which Buſineſs 
© there was great Hope and ExpeQation laid. The 
Enemy came on with a great deal of Reſolution, 
© beat in our Guards, and put a Regiment of Horſe 
© in ſome Diſorder; but our Men ſpeedily taking 
© the Alarm, charged the Enemy, routed them, 
© took many Priſoners, killed a great many of them, 
© did Execution within a Quarter of a Mile of Edin- 
© burgh; and, as I am informed, Strachan was 
© killed there, beſides divers other Officers of Qua- - 
© lity. We took the Major of Strachan's Regi- 
* ment, Major Hamilton, a Lieutenant-Colonel, 
© and divers other Officers and Perſons of Quality, 
© whom yet we know not. Indeed this is a ſweet 
Beginning of your Buſineſs, or rather the Lord's, 
9 — I believe is not very ſatisfactory to the Ene- 
© my, eſpecially to the Kirk-Party ; we did not 
© loſe any in this Buſineſs, ſo far as I hear, but a 
Cornet; I do not hear of four Men more. The

of ſome Miſtakes which are amongſt us. 

A worthy Gentleman was pleaſed to affirm 
with much 8 as he brought it in upon 
this Debate, That the Laws of England were intro- 
duced by William the Conqueror, as (among other 
Arguments he aſſerted) might appear by their being 
written in the French Tongue, 

© In his firſt Aﬀertion, That our Laws were in- 
troduced by William the Conqueror, out of France, 
J ſhall acknowledge that he hath ſeveral, both fo- 
reign and domeſtic, Authors whom he may follow 
therein, The foreign Authors are Jouius, Aimi- 


ius, Bodine, Hottoman, Dynothus, Volateran, Be- 


rault, Berkley, Choppinus Uſpargenſis, Malines, 
and Polydore, who affirm this erroneous Piece of 
Doctrine; but the leſs to be regarded from them, 
becauſe they were Strangers to our Laws, and took 
upon Truſt what they publiſhed in this Point. 
Of our own Countrymen they have Paris, 
Malmeſbury, Matthew Weſtminſter, Fox, Coſins, 
wyne, Heyward, Mills, Fulbeck, Cowell, Ridley, 
rown, Speed, Martin, and ſome others, 
All of them affirm, That the Laws of England 
were introduced by William the Conqueror: But 
their Errors are refuted by Sir Roger Owen, in his

Matthew Paris were the firſt Monks that hatched

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I ſhall endeavour to ſhew you, that the Origi- Inter-regnum. 


nal.of our Laws is not from the French; that they 
were not introduced by M iiliam the Conqueror out 
of Normandy; and I thall humbly offer to you my 
Anſwer to ſome of their Arguments who are of a 
contrary Opinion. 1 

* Polydore, Hit. Ang. Lib. ix. affirmeth, That 
William the Conqueror firſt appointed Sheriffs and 
Juſtices of the Peace; erected Tenures ; brought 
in Trials by twelve Men; and ſeveral other Par- 
ticulars of our Laws. 

For Sheriffs; their Name, Scire Reeve, ſhews 
them to be of the Saxon Inſtitution. And our Hiſ- 
' tories mention the Diviſion of Shires by King Al- 
fred; but, in Truth, it was much more antient. 
And it is apparent by our Books and Records, ſome 
whereof are in the Huſtings of London, and in the 
Tower, that the ſame Things were in Uſe here 

long before the Time of King William I. 
Sir Roger Owen ſhews at large, That Livery 
of Seiſin, Licences, or Fines for Alienation, Daugh- 
ters to inherit, Trials by Juries, Abjurations, Out- 
lawries, Coroners, diſpoſing of Lands by Will, 
Eſcheats, Goals, Writs, Wrecks, Warranties, Ca- 
talla Felonum, and many other Parts of our Law, 
and the Forms of our Parliaments themſelves, were 
here in being before the Time of Duke William. 
Agreeing hereunto are many of our Hiſtorians and 
learned Antiquaries. | 

But it is objected, That in the Grand Cuſtomary 
of Normandy, the Laws are almoſt all the ſame with 
ours of England, and the Form of their Parliaments 
the ſame with ours: That the Mriter of the Preface 
to that Book ſaith, It contains oy the Laws and 
Cuſtoms which were made by the Princes of Nor- 
mandy, by the Counſel of their Prelates, Earls, 
Barons, and other wiſe Men; which ſhews the 
Forms of their Parliaments ta be the ſame with 
ours, and the Laws in that Boot to be the proper 
Laws of Normandy, and ours to be the ſame; 
therefore they argue, That our Laws were intro-

the like of the Laws of Burgundy. They further 
a add, That the firſt eſtabliſhing of the Cuſlomary of 
' Normandy was in Henry the Firſt's Time; and af- 
terwards again, about the Beginning of Edward 
the Second's Time. | 
If the Laws in the Cuftomary were introduced 
there from England, it will then be granted, That 
the Laws of England were not introduced here by 
William the Conqueror : But I think it very clear 
that their Laws were brought to them out of Eng- 
land; and then you will agree to the Concluſion. 
Our King Henry the Firſt conquer'd Normandy 
from his Brother Robert, and was a learned King, 
as his Name, Beauclerk, teſtifies; whom Jus calls 
An eſpecial Eftabliſher of Faftice. Sequerius relates, 
That this King eſtabliſhed the Engliſb Laws in 
Normandy. Herewith do agree Gulielmus Brito 
Armoricus, Rutelarius, and other French Writers; 
who mention alſo, That the Laws in the Cuſfo- 
mary of Normandy are the ſame with the Laws col- 
lected by our Engliſb King Edwatd the Confeſſor, 
who was before the Conqueror. An additional 
Teftimany hereof is out of Williqmn de Alenſon 
Revile; who, in his Comment upon the Cuſtomary, 
faith, That all the Laws of Normandy came from 
the Engliſh Laws and Nation. 
© In the Cuſtomary there is a Chapter of Nampes, 
or Diſtreſſes, and decreed that one ſhould not bring 
his Action upon any Seizure, but from the Time 
of the Coronation of King Richard; and this muſt 
be our King Richard I. becauſe no King of France 
was in that Time of that Name; and the Words, 
| Nampes and Withernams were Saxon Words, taken 
out of the Exgliſb Laws, ſignifying a Pawn or Di-

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fireſs; and in the ſame Senſe are uſed in the Cuſ- Inter- regnum.

That which puts it further out of Scruple, is, 
That there are yet extant the Manuſcripts them - 
ſelves of the Saxon Laws, made in the Parliamen- 
tary Counſels held by them here, which are in the 
Language and Character of thoſe Times, and con- 
tain in them many of thoſe Things which are in the 
Norman Cuſtomary. 
© It is no improbable Opinion, that there was a 
former Eſtabliſhment of our Laws in Normandy, 
before the Time of Henry the Firſt, and that it 
was by Edward the Confeſſor; who, as all Wri- 
ters of our Hiſtory agree, was a great Collector 
and Compiler of our Exgliſb Laws, He lived a 
long Time with his Kinſman Duke William, in 
Normandy, who was willing to pleaſe the Confeſſor, 
in hopes to be appointed by him to be his Suc- 
c— wherein the Duke's Expectation did not 
ail him. | 
© The Confeſſor having no Children, and find- 
ing Normandy without a ſettled Government, and 
wanting Laws, adviſed his Kinſman Duke Wil- 
liam to receive from him the Laws of England, 
which he had collected, and to eſtabliſh them in 
Normandy; which Duke William and his Lords 
readily accepted for the Good of their People, and 
thereby obliged the Confeflor. 
Another Proof hereof is, That ſuch Laws as 
the Normans had before the Time of Duke Mil- 
liam, were different from thoſe in the Cuſtomary, 
and from the Engliſh Laws; as their Law, That 
the Huſband ſhould be hang'd if the Wife was a 
Thief, and he did not diſcover it; the meaner 
People were as Slaves, and the like; and the Trial 
5 by Ordeal, which then was not in Eng- 


* Wigornienſis reports, That the Normans who 
came in with Queen Emma, the Wife of Ethelred, 
were ſo hated of the Engliſh for their Injuſtice and 
falſe Judgment, that, in the Time of King Canu- 
tus, they were for this Cauſe baniſhed; and 1 is 
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Inter-reenum, the leſs probable that they, being fo unjuſt them- 


ſelves, ſhould introduce ſo juſt Laws as ours are. 
Between the Conqueſt of Normanay by Rollo, 
and the Invaſion of England by Duke William, 
there were not above 150 Years; that of Nor- 
mandy was about Ann. 912; that of England, Ann. 
1060. It is not then conſonant to Reaſon, that 
thoſe Normans, Pagans, a rough martial People, 
deſcended from ſo many barbarous Nations, ſhould, 
in the Time of 150 Years, eſtabliſh ſuch excellent 
Laws among themſelves, and fo different from the 
French Laws, among whom they were, and all 
Parts in the World except England; and ſuch Laws 


which were not only fit for their Dukedom and 


ſmall Territory, but fit alſo for this Kingdom, 
which, in thoſe Days, was the ſecond in Bur 


for Antiquity and Worth, by Confeſſion of moſt 


foreign Hiſtorians. 8 

If we will give Credit to their own Authors, 
this Point will be ſufficiently evinced by them: 
Theſe Words are in the Proeme of the Cu/tomary, 
which is intitled Deſcriptio Normanniz, hucu/que 
Normannicz Conſuetudinis Latorem ſiue Datorem, 
Sanctum Edvardum Angliæ Regem, &c. . 

© The ſame is witneſſed by Chronica Chronico- 
rum, That St. Edward, King of England, gave the 
Laws to the Normans, when he was long har- 
boured there; and that he made both the Laws of 
England and Normandy, appears ſufficiently by the 
Conformity of them ; for which he cites ſeveral 
Particulars, as of Appeals, and the Cuſtom of 
England, ad probandum aliguid per Credentiam duo- 


decim Hominum vicinorum ; which, he faith, re- 


mained in Normandy to that Day. 

© Polydore, forgetting himſelf what he wrote in 
another Place, faith of King Henry the Seventh, 
That when a Doubt was made upon the Propoſal. 
of Marriage of his Daughter to Scot/and, that 
thereby England might in Time be ſubje& unto 
Scotland, the King anſwered, No; and that Eng- 
land, as the greater, will draw it to Scotland, be- 


ing the leſs, and incorporate it to the Laws of Enge 
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land; as, faith the Hiſtorian, it did Normandy, Iater-regnum- 


though the Owner thereof was Conqueror in Eng- 
land 


« And Sir Rager Owen, in his MSS. affirms, * 


That there is not any of our Hiſtorians, that lived 
in the Space of 200 Vears immediately after the 
Conquett, which doth deſcribe our Laws to be ta- 
ken away, and the Norman Cuſtom introduced, by 
the Conqueror. Some of them, and not impro- 
bably, mention the Alteration of ſome Part of 
them ; and the bringing in ſome Norman Cuſtoms 
effectual for the keeping of the Peace. | 

There is yet behind the great Argument moſt 
inſiſted og, and often urged by the Gentlemen of 
another Opinion, which is the Title of Milliam, 
who is called the Conqueror, from whence they 
conclude, That, by his Conqueſts, he changed the 
Laws and Government of this Nation; and that his 
Succeſſors reckon the Beginning of their Reigns from 
his Conqueſt. 

To this is anſwered, That 4 poſſe ad efſe non 
valet Argumentum The conquering of the Land 
is one Thing, the introducing of new Laws is an- 
other Thing; but there is direct Proof to the con- 
trary of this Argument, | 
Duke William never ſurnamed himſelf the 
Conqueror, nor was ſo called in his Life-time, as 
may appear by all the Letters Patents, and Deeds 
that he made; wherein he is called Gulielmus Rex, 
Dux, c. never Congugſtor; and our antient Hiſ- 
torians give him the ſame Titles, and not that of 
Conqueror. In the Title of Næwbrigenſis's Book, 
he is ſurnamed William the . 1 Malmſbury · 
calls him William the Firſt. Hoveden, William the 
Elder. Adam de Myrimuth ſaith, That 1 Ed, III. 
this Word, Congque/t, was found out to denote and 
diſtinguiſh the certain Edward, becauſe two of the 
ſame Name were Predeceſſors to this King, and to 
the Conqueror, who claimed the Crown as Heir 
to Edward the Confeſſor; but, faith he, we call 
him the Conqueror, for that he overcame ** 
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Inter-regnum: | Duke Milliam himſelf claimed to be King of 
rs. England, as Succeſſor and adopted Heir of the Con- 
Snymnd feflor by his Will, and Harold's renouncing of his 
— 1. by Oath. 0 
The Regiſter of St. Alban's, Matthew Paris, 
and others, atteſt, That the Barons of England did 
Ho to him as Succeſſor ; and he relied on them 
in his foreign Wars; and the Check given to him 
by the Kentiſh Men, and the Forces gathered by 
the Abbot of St. Alban's, hrought him to engage 
to confirm the Laws of the Confeſſor; and, as his 
Succeſſor by legal Right, they admitted him to be 
their King. Pikes writes, That he was made 
Heir to the Confeſſor, who was Uncle to him. 
Another affirms, That Edward, by his Will, left 
England to him. Paulus Emilius and Fulgaſius 
are to the ſame Purpoſe. Pope Alexander the Se- 
cond ſent him a Banner, as Witneſs that, with a 
ſafe Conſcience, he might expel Harold the Ty- 
rant, becauſe the Crown was due to him by the 
' Confeſlor's Will and by Harold's Oath. Agree- 
able hereunto are Gemeticenſis, N alſingbam, Malmſ- 
bury, Huntington, Ingulphus, Paris, Pike, Wen- 
dover, Caxton, Giſborn, and others. | 
The antient Deeds of the Abbey of Weſtmin- 
ſter, which were ſometimes in my C „ do 
prove this. King William, in his Charter to them, 
ſets forth his own Title to the Crown thus, Bene- 
ficto Conceſſionts Cognati mei, & glorioft Regis, Ed- 
vardi. In his ſecond Charter, dated Anno 15. of 
his Reign, he ſaith, In Honour of King Edward, 
who made me his Heir, and adopted me to rule over 
this Nation. In his Charter, dated 1088, of the 
Liberties of St. Martin's the Great, in the Manu+ 
ſcript thereof are theſe Words: In Example of 
Moſes who butlt the Tabernacle, and of Solomon, 
who built the Temple, Ego Gulielmus Dei Diſpoſe- 
tione, & Confanguinitatis Hereditate, Anglorum 
Baſileus, c. | 
© The Charter of Henry the Firſt, his Son, to 
this Abbey, In Honour of Edward my Kinſman, who 
adopted 
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adopted my Father and his Children to be Heirs to this Inter · regnumm. 
Kingdom, &c. In another Charter of Henry the 1650. 
Firſt, in the Book of Eli, he calls himſelf the Son — N 
of King William the Great, who, by hereditary 
Right, ſucceeded King Edward. 

„It is true, that as to his Pretence of Title by 
the Will of the Confeſſor, Matthew Paris object- 
eth, That the Device was void, being without the 
Conſent of the Barons. DIET 

To which may be anſwered, That probably 
the Law might be fo in Henry the Firſt's Time, 
when Paris wrote, and was ſo taken to be in the 
Statute of Carliſſe, and in the Caſe of King Fohn : 
But at the Time of Duke William's Invaſion, the 
Law was taken to be, That a Kingdom might be 
transferred by Will. So was that of Sixtus — 
and Aſia came to the Romans by the Will of King 
Attalus; the Words by Anneus Florus are, Popu- 
lus Romanus bonorum meorum Heres eſto. - Bythi-/ 
nia came to the Romans by the laſt Will of their 
King Nicomedes, which is remembered by Eutro- 
pius, together with that of Lybia. Cicero, in his 
Orations, tells us, That the Kingdom of Alexan- 
dria, by the laſt Will of their King, was devolved 
to Rome. And Praſitagus Rex Icenorum in Eng- 
land, upon his Death-Bed, gave his Kingdom to 
the Emperor Nero. 

* As to Examples in this Point at home, this 
King William the Firſt, by his Will, gave Eng- 
land to his younger Son William Rufus. Nuß 
Stephen claimed by the Will of Henry the Firſt. 
King Henry the Eighth had Power by Act of Par- 
liament to order the Succeffion of the Crown as he 
pleaſed by Will, And the Lords of the Council, 
in Queen Mary's Time, wrote to her, That the | I 
Lady Fane's Title to the Crown, was by the Will 1 
and Letters of Edward the Sixth. + | 

* As the Caſe of Henry the Eighth was by Act 
of Parliament; ſo Duke William, after he had con- 
quered Harold, was, by the general Conſent of the

This appears by Chronica Chronicorum, ſpeak- 

ing of William the Baſtard, King of England and 
Duke of Normandy, he ſaith, That whereas St. Ed- 
ward had no Heir n William, having con- 
guered Harold the Ufurper, obtained the Crown un- 


der this Condition, That he ſhould inviolably obſerve 


theſe Laws given by the ſaid Edward. ; 

- © It is teſtified: likewiſe by many of our Hiſto- 
rians, That the antient Laws of England were 
confirmed by Duke Miiliam. Fornalenſis ſaith, 
That out of the Mercben-Lage, Weſt-Saxon-Lage, 
and Dane-Lage, the Confeſſor compoſed the Com- 
mon Law, which remains to this Day. MMaln/- 
bury, who lived in Duke William's Time, ſaith, 
That the Kings were ſworn to obſerve the Laws 
of the Confeſſor, ſo called, faith he, becauſe he 
obſerved them moſt religiouſly. | 


But to make this Point clear out of /ngulphus. 
He ſaith, in the End of his Chronicle, I Ingulphus 


brought with me from London, into my Monaſtery, 


(Crowland) the Laws of the moſt righteous King 


Edward, - which my Lord King William did com- 
mand by bis Proclamation to he authentic and per- 
petual, and to be obſerved throughout the whole 
Kingdom of England, upon Pain of moſt heinous 
Pumſhment. The Ledger-Book of the Abbey of 
Waltham commends Duke William, for reſtoring 
the Laws of the Engliſbmen out of the Cuſtoms of 
their Country. Radburn follows this Opinion; 
and theſe Laws of Edward the Confeſſor are the 


ſame, in part, which are contained in our Great 
Charter of Liberties. A Manuſcript, intitled De 


Geſtis Anglorum, faith, That, at a Parliament at 


London, 4. William the Firſt, the Lawyers alſo 


preſent, that the King might hear their Laws, he 
eſtabliſhed St. Edward's — they being for- 
merly uſed in King Edgar's Time. There is

One of the worthy Gentlemen from whom I 
differ in Opinion, was pleaſed to ſay, That if 
William the Conqueror did not introduce the Laws 
of Normandy into England, yet he conceives our 
s to be brought out of France hither in the Time 
of ſome other' of our Kings, who had large Terri- 
tories in France, and brought in their Laws hither, 
elſe he wonders how our Laws ſhould be in French. 
Sir, I ſhall endeavour to ſatisfy his Wonder 
therein by-and-by ; but, firſt, with your Leave, 
I ſhall offer to you ſome Probabilities out of 
Hiſtory, That the Laws of England were by ſome 
of thoſe Kings carried into France, rather than the 
Laws of France brought hither. This is expreſly 
affirmed by Paulus Jouius, who writes, That when 
the Engliſb Kings reigned in a great Part of France, 
they taught the French their Laws. Sabellicus, a 
Venetian Hiſtorian, writes, That the Normans, in 
their Manners and Cuſtoms, and Laws, followed 
the Englih. Polydore Vergil, contradicting. him- 
ſelf in another Place then- before cited, relates, 
That, in our King Henry the Firſt's Time, the 
Duke of Bedford called together the chief Men of 
all the Cities in Normandy; and delivered, in his 
Oration to them, the many Benefits that the Eng- 
liſb afforded them, eſpecially in that the Engliſb 
gave to them their Cuſtoms and Laws. By the 
hronicle of - Eltham, Henry the Fifth ſent to 
Caen in Normandy, not only Divines but Engliſb 
common Lawyers, by the Agreement at Troys. 
So there is much more Probability that the Laws 
of England were introduced into France and Nor- 
mandy, than that the Laws of Normandy, or any 
_ Part of France, were introduced in Eng- 
lf the Nermans had been Conquerors of Eng- 
land, as they were not, but their Duke was only 
Conqueror of Harold, and received as *

Cuttoms, are like unto ours, 
The like they did in Sicily, Naples, and Apulia, 
where they were Conquerors, yet the antient Laws 
of thoſe Countries were continued. Fes. 
< I hope, Mr. Speaker, I have, by this Time, 
given ſome Satisfaction to the worthy Gentlemen 


who differed from me, That the Laws of Eng- 


land were not impoſed upon us by the Conqueror, 
nor brought over hither, either out of Normandy, 
or any other Part of France; but are our antient 
native Laws. I muſt now come to endeavour alſo 


to ſatisfy the Wonder, I they were not brought out 


- . - of Normandy, or ſome other Part of France, how 


come they then to be written in the French Lan- 


guage ? : 
Sir, It is to me an Argument, that becauſe 


they are written in French, therefore they were not 


brought in by Duke William the Norman; for the 
French "Tongue was not the Language of Duke 
William and the Normans. They had not been 
then, in Duke William's Time, paſt four Deſcents 
in that Part of France; and it is improbable that 
they, in ſo ſhort a Time, ſhould loſe their native 
Tongue, and take up and uſe the Language of an- 
other Country which was conquered * : 
The Normans came from Sweden, Goftbland, 
Norway, and Denmark; between whoſe Languages, 
and with the 2 their — ps there 
is a great Aﬀinity; but between theſe Langu 
and the French re is none at all. Lipbilus holds, 
That the Dutch Tongue came from the Gothe. 
8 faith, The Goths Tongue came from the 
utch, All agree, that between theſe Languages 
and the French there is no Afﬀinity. _ 
© Ttis fo improbable that Duke William ſhould 
cauſe our Laws to be in French, that, when he 
proclaimed them, as Ingulphus teſtifies, he com- 
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manded that they ſhould be uſed in the ſame Lan- 1233 


guage they were written (in EANg IU to his Juſ- 
tices; and gives the Reaſon, leſt, by Ignorance, 
we ſhould happen to break them. 

But it hath been further objeted, I Duke 
William did not cauſe our Laws to be written in 
French, what then ſhould be the Reaſon that the 
Grand Cuftomary of his Norman Laws were writ- 
ten in the French Tongue? | 

The Reaſon thereof is given, That the Vor- 
mans, being a rough and martial People, had few 
Clerks among them; but made Uſe of thote French 


among whom they then lived, and whoſe Language 


they then began to be acquainted with and to un- 
derſtand: But when they were in England, they 
had not ſo much Uſe of thoſe Clerks, and that 
Language, but more of the Engliſp; and probably 
it might be, that the Confeſſor had been fo long 
in France, that he was more Maſter of that Lan- 
guage than of the Norman; and that the Normans 
underſtood that Language better than the Englih; 
and thereupon the Cuſtomary was written in the 
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French Tongue: But it doth not therefore follow, 


that Duke William muſt cauſe the Engliſb Laws 
to be written in the French Tongue; but it is more 
likely that he might cauſe them to be continued in 
their native Idiom, which was much nearer in 
Affinity to his own Northern Language than the 
French was. | 

That the French Tongue was not introduced, 
as to our Laws and other Things, by Duke Wil- 
liam into England, appears in that the French was 
in great Uſe with us here, both before and fome 
Time after his Invaſton.  . | 

© Beda affirms; That, in Anno 640, it was the 
Cuſtom of England to ſend their Daughters into 
the Monaſteries of France, to be brought up there; 


and that Ethelbert, Ethelwoulf, Ethelred, and other 


Saxon Kings, married into the Royal Blood of 
France, Glaser notes, That, before the Time of 


Duke William, the Normans and Engliſh did fo 
link together, that they were a Terror to foreign 
Vor.

day: That Edward the Confeſſor, by reaſon of his 
long being in France, was turned into the French 
Faſhion, and all England with him : But that Vl 
liam the Firſt commanded our Laws to be written 
in the Engl; Tongue, becauſe moſt Men under- 


I ſuppoſe we may be ſatisfied that William the 
Firſt did not cauſe our Laws to be written in 
French, though the French Language was much in 
Uſe here before his Time. And it he did not in- 
troduce the French Language into England, the Ar- 
2:26 falls, That becauſe they are written in 
"Trench, therefore he brought them in. 

But, Sir, I ſhall offer you ſome Conjectures, 
how it came that our Laws were written in 
French; which I ſuppoſe might be begun in the 


Frenchman born, and had large Territories and Re-

who was French and who was Enghſhh. Gervaſius 
Tilburienſis obſerves the ſame; and Brackland 
writes, That in Richard the Firſt's Time Preach- 
ing in England was in the French Tongue; pro- 
bably Pleading might be ſo likewiſe : — in King 
ao Time, French was accounted as the Mother 


ongue. 

15 There are ſcarce any Deeds of our Kings in 
French, before Henry the Second's Time; the 
moſt are in Edward the Firſt and Edward the Se- 
cond's Time. | 


That our Laws were pleaded and written in 


French before Edward the Third's Time, appears 
by the Statute, 36. Edw. III. cap. 15, which re- 
cites the Miſchief of the Law being in French ; 
and enacts, That the Law ſhall hereafter be plead- 
ed in Engliſh, and enrolled in Latin. 

© This is one Ground of the miſtaken Opinion 
of Lambert, Polydore, Speed, and others, that Duke 
William brought in hither both the Norman Laws 
and Language; which I apprehend to be fully an- 
ſwered, and the contrary manifeſted, by wha I 
have ſaid before on this Cubject. 

«© Polydore's Miſtake may appear the more when 
he aſſerts, That by this Statute 36. Edw. III. 
Matters are to be enrolled in Engliſßh; which is 
contrary to the expreſs Words, That they are to 
be enrolled in Latin. Many of our Law-Books 
were written in Latin, before the Norman Inva- 
ſion, as appears by the antient Rolls of Manors 
and Courts Baron, and our old Authors, Glanvill, 
Bratton, Tilbury, Hengham, Fleta, the Regiſter, 
and Book of Entries. e Records at Veſtminſter 
and the Tower, and other Records yet extant, are 
in Latin; and many Books of our Law, in Latin.

III. except the Statute, 
9 — 6. Rich. II. and ſome others, in Latin. Richara 
9 the Second, Henry the Fourth, Henry the Fifth, 
and Henry the Sixth, uſed to write their Letters in 
French, and ſome of our Pleadings are in French, 
OUTS and in the Common-Pleas, to our Time, But, 
Sir, our Law is Lex non ſcripta, I mean our Com- 
mon Law : And our Statutes, Records, and Books 
which are written in French, are no Argument that 


therefore the Original of our Laws is from France; 
for they were in veg before any of the French 
Language was in our Laws. 

Forteſcue writes, That the Engliſb kept their Ac- 
counts in French ; yet doubtleſs they had Accounts 
here, and Revenues, before the French Language 

was in uſe here. Lord Coke faith, That the Con- 
ueror taught the Engliſh the Norman Terms of 
awking, Pantlito! Gaming, &c. yet no doubt 
but that theſe Recreations were in uſe with us be- 
fore his Time. And though Duke William, or 
any other of our Kings before or after his Time, 
did bring in the French Tongue amongſt us; yet 
that is no Argument that he or they did change or 
introduce our Laws, which undoubtedly were here 
long before thoſe Times; and ſome of them, when 
the French Tongue was fo much in uſe here, were 
tranſlated," written, and pleaded, and recorded in 
the French Tongue, yet remained the ſame Laws 
ſtill. And from that great Uſe of the French Tongue 
here, it was'thatthe Reportersof our Law Caſes and 
Judgments which were in thoſe Times, did write 
their Reports in French; which was the pure 
French in that Time, though mix'd with fome 
| Words of Art. Thoſe Terms of Art were taken 
*4 many of them from the Saxon Tongue, as may be 
ſeen by them yet uſed. And the Reporters of later 
Times, and our Students at this Day, uſe to take 
their Notes in French; following the old Reports 
which they had ſtudied, and the old French, which, 
2 2 other Languages, by Time came to be va- 
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I ſhall not deny but that ſome Monks in elder IVE” "EY 


Times, and ſome Clerks and Officers, might have 


a Cunning, for their private Honour and Profit, 


to keep up a Myſtery, to have as much as they could 
of our Laws to be in a Kind of Myſtery to the Vul- 

ar, to be the leſs underſtood by them; yet the 
Counſellors at Law, and Judges, could have no Ad- 
vantage by it: But perhaps it would be found, that 


the Law's being in Eugliſb, and generally more 
underſtood, yet not ſufficiently, would occaſion 


the more Suits : And poſlibly there may be ſome- 
thing of the like Nature as to the Court-Hand ; 
yet if the more.common Hands were uſed in our 


Law Writings, they would be the more ſubject to. 


Change, as the Engliſb and other Languages are, 
but not the Latin. Surely the French Tongue, uſed 
in our Reports and Law- Books, deſerves not to 
be ſo enviouſly decried as it is by Pahydore, Eliot, 
Daniel, Hotoman, Cotbel, and other Cenſurers. 
But, Mr. Speaker, if I have been tedious, I 
humbly aſk your Pardon, and have the more Hoj 
to obtain it from ſo many on Engliſh Gentle- 
men, when that which I have ſaid was chiefly in 
Vindication of their own native Laws, unto which 
I held myſelf the more obliged by the Duty of my 
Profeſſion; and I account it an Honour to me to 
be a Lawyer. 8 8 2 
As to the Debate and Matter of the Act now 
before you, I have delivered no Opinion againſt it; 
nor do I think it reaſonable that the Generality of 
the People of Exgland ſhould, by an implicit Faith, 
depend upon the Knowledge of others in that which 
concerns. them moſt of all.

People in their own native Language, that what 


concerned their Lives, Liberties, and Eſtates, 
might be made known unto them in the moſt per- 
ſpicuous Way, The Laws of the Eaſtern Nations 
were in their proper Tongue. The Laws at Con- 
flantinople were in Greet; at Rome, in Latin; in 
France, Spain, Germany, Sweden, Denmark, and 
other Nations, their Laws are publiſhed in their 
native Idiom. For your own Country, there is no 
Man that can read the Saxon Character, but may 
find the Laws of your Anceſtors yet extant in the 


Engliſh Tongue. Duke William himſelf com- 


manded the Laws to be proclaimed in Engliſb, that 
none might pretend Ignorance of them. It was 
the Judgment of the Parliament, 36. Edo. III. 
That Pleadings ſhould be in Engliſb; and in the 
Reigns of thoſe Kings when our Statutes were en- 
rolled in French and Engliſh, yet then the Sheriffs 
in their ſeveral Counties were to proclaim them in 
Engliſh. 3 
- © ] ſhall conclude with a Complaint of what! 
have met with abroad from ſome military Perſons, 
nothing but Scoffs and Invectives againſt our Law, 
and Threacs to take it away ; but the Law is above 
the Reach of thoſe Weapons which, at one Time 
or another, will return upon thoſe that uſe them. 
Solid Arguments, ſtrong Reaſons, and Authorities, 
are more fit for Confutation of any Error, and Sa- 
tisfaction of different Judgments, When the Em- 
eror took a Biſhop in complete Armour, in a 
Battle, he ſent the Armour to the Pope, with this 
Word, Haccine ſunt Veſtes Filii tui?

The Arguments advanced by our learned Me- 
morialiſt had ſuch Weight, that the Bill paſs'd una- 
nimouſly into a Law.

St. John; and an Attempt made to break into his 
Chamber.—Prince Edward, one of the Queen of 
Bohemid's Sons, walking in the Park at the Hague 
with his Siſter, and meeting the Ambaſſadors in their 
Coach, called out to them, in a taunting Manner, 
Oh you Rogues, you Degs ! with many other high 
Expreſſions of his Reſentment and Indignation.—

That Clanrictard and Caſtlebaven went for Galway, 
with divers of the Gentry, leaving only 600 Horſe 
and 2000 Foot with Lieutenant - General O Farrell 
and Sir Walter Dungan, who were afterwards for- 
ced to retreat by Lieutenant - General Ludlow and 
Colonel Reynolds ; alſo Ballinaſloe, a conſiderable 
Paſs over the River, taken, and. a Garriſon of 
40 Foot and 20 Horſe put in there ; the Enemy 
purſued to Moylagh, and ſo to Tuam and Irco- 
naught, they being ſtill more and more ſcattered.
